The month of February was designated Press 
Month by the Bishops of the country at their general 
meeting last September. Then on Sexagesima Sun- 
day, February 19th, every pastor is requested to 
preach a sermon on the Catholic Press.

The printed 
word is as important as the spoxen word both for the 
seattering of the seed and for the growth of the spiri- 
tual life which is started by the seed. 

Last year hundreds of priests boosted for OUR 
‘SUNDAY VISITOR throughout Press Month, and 
many of them had their entire parish canvassed by a 

rish society in a determined effort to place OUR 

SUNDAY VISITOR in every home. They realized 

that no matter how regularly a large proportion of 
their people took home a paper on Sunday, the situa- 
‘tion would not be as it should be until the more in- 
different among their flock received and read an in- 
structive paper. Those parishes, in which individual 
subscriptions were gathered last year, will, we hope, 
repeat the house to house canvass next month, even 
though the subscriptions placed for sixteen months 
last year will not yet have expired.
